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MAYOR R. L. COOPER 
SHOOTS SELF AT HIS 
OFFICE TUESDAY A.M. 


Prominent Lumberman, Civic Leader and 
Popular Citizen Sends Bullet Through 
Head; Financial Reverses and Gen- 


eral Depressive Conditions 


Thought To Be Cause 


The entire community was shock- 
ed and deeply grieved on Tues- 
day morning when news was spread 
of the death of Mr, R, L, Cooper, 
Mayor of the City, lumberman and 
one of the most prominent citi- 
zens of this section of Southeast 
Alabama, His body was found in 
the office of his lumber yard in 
West Elba with a bullet hole 
through his head, Circumstances 
surrounding the tragedy indicate 
that he came to his death by his 
own hand. 

Mr. Cooper, a man ot large busi-| 
ness connections, had met many re- 
verses during the past two yeais 
and for many weeks it was known 
that he was very despondent, how- 
ever, it was not thought that he 


contemplated such an act as self-| 


destruction, He went to the lumber 
plant early Tuesday morning and 
there met Mr. L. P. Mullins and 
they conversed for some time. Mr, 
Mullins came over in town on some 
husiness and when he returned to 
the office he found his employer 
dead on the floor. 

One witness at the coroner’s in- 
quest, who lived near the offices, 
stated that he heard a pistol shot, 


and when he looked out saw Mr.} 


Cooper walking into the office with 


the gun in his hand, and a moment} 


later heard another shot. One 
bullet left its mark on the door 
of Mr. Cooper’s car, which was 
parked in front of the office, hav- 
ing gone through the door and 


striking the lower end of the fen- 
der, indicating that the shot came 
from‘the inside of the car. It is 
surmised that the gun went off us 
it was removed from the pocket 
on the door. The position of the 
body indicated that he did not 
struggle after falling, The bullet 
entered at the upper part of the 
right ear and came out on the back 
of the head. The gun was found 
near his feet. 


Mr. Cooper was born at Hatche- 
chubbie, Ala., on December 12, 
1881. He came to Elba about 15 
years ago from Brantley, where 
he had resided for several years. 
He engaged in the lumber business 
here and was the owner of the 
R. L. Cooper Lumber Company, 
which he has operated, and also 
had other business interests 
throughout the county. His lumber 
plant was the largest which has 
been in operation here for many 
years. 

As Mayor of the City of Elba, 
Mr. Cooper has made an enviable 
reputation, and was serving on his 
second term as such official. Dur- 
ing the flood of 1929 he was tire- 
less in his efforts to bring relief 
to the people and to make the city 
habitable, and spent his time and 
personal funds in this work, neg- 
lecting his own home and his busi- 
ness interests, For his heroic work 
during that particular period the 
people owe him a debt of gratitude 
which now can never be paid. 

Mr. Cooper was also president 
of the Elba Lions Club, an organi- 
zation in which he took an active 
part. Many worthwhile undertal- 
ings Yad been planned and put 
under way (luring his term of office 
and the Club will feel keenly the 
loss of one of its best members. 
In all public affairs Mr, Cooper 
took an active interest and was 
loyal to every cause that he es- 
poused. During the political cam- 
paign last fall he was Chairman 
of the County Democratic forces 
and rendered invaluable services 
to his party. In his passing the 
City of Elba, Coffee County and 
this entire section of the State 
loses one of its most loyal friends, 
and a leader whose place cannot 
easily be filled, E 

Mr. Cooper is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Nell Bancroft Cooper, 
and the following children: Robert, 
Jv., Emma Margaret, Bancroft and 
Edwin. His mother, Mrs. Margaret 
Cooper, of Elba, two sisters, Mrs. 
W. F. Cooper of Brantley and

Rumbliness of a collapse of Ala- 
bama’s public school system whieh 
have been heard for several weeks 
as schools throughout the State 
continued to operate without an- 
ticipated State revenue, struck a 
threatening note Saturday when 
Superintendent of Bdueatinn J. G. 
Pinson of Coosa County announe- 
ed the schools in that county would 
close next Friday, 

Following this announcement 
came the report from Coffee Coun- 
ty that the- opening date of the 
elementary schools in that county 
had been postponed from October 
5 to October 12 by the Coffee 
Board of Edueation, in the hope 
that “something will be done” by 
that time to enable the schools 
to operate. 

In the event no State aid is 
available, Superintendent Rowe 
Watson said, the opening. of the 
schools would be up to the teachers 
who had been told that no definite 
date for payment for their services 
could be promised.

Teachers 
in Geneva County have been given 
a 10 per cent cut in salary, al- 
thouch they have not received any 
pav for their work since January, 
1981. The teachers of the county 
at a mectine held at Hartford last 
week passed a resolution request- 
ing Governor Miller to call an ex- 
tra' session of the Legislature for 
the nurnose of passing remedial! 
legislation whereby they might re- 
ceive pay for their work. The 
teachers also requested that they 
he paid at the same time as other 
State employes. The resolution 
was forwarded to Gov. Miller. 

Suverintendent Pinson announc- 
ed that the schools of Coosa would 
close at a mass meeting held to con- 
sider lowered tax assessments of 
the Alabama Power Company in 
that county. Superintendent Pin- 
son said that the schools would 
have to close because ‘we don’t 
dare incur any more debt.” He 
exvlained that the schools were in 
debt and that the reduction in as- 
sessments would take $7,700 a year 
from the local school funds, About 
1,600 children will he affected by 
the closing of schools in Coosa. 

Coffee County has about 10,000 
children in its county schools of 
which 8.000 are white, Superin- 
tendent Watson said. Sixty-five 
per cent of its school operating 
revenue comes from the State, he 
said, and on account of a shrink- 
age in local taxes the schools will 
receive from local sources only 
about $15,000 this year. 

“And it costs $20,000 a month 
to operate our schools,’ he said. 
Coffee County owes its elementary 
teachers for three months of the 
last school year and its high school 
teachers for four months.

taking attention As a result of 
our investigution, we herewith re 
turn indietinents in such cases & 
we deemed proper for the public 
vood, there being 26 indictments, 
of which 9 are felonies and 17 are 
misdemeanors, 

Our committee who investigated 
the condition of the jail found ¢ 
erything in fairly good shape, with 
the following exceptions: We find 
the sanitary condition on the sec 
ond floor, where prisoners are cor 
fined, in bad shape; its condition, 
in fact, is such that there are of 
fensive odors throughout the 
building due to the fact that only 
one toilet on the second floor can 
be flushed. We urge that this situ 
ation be remedied immediately 
preserve the health, comfort and 
well-being of the prisoners Ves 
find further that the mattresses in 
the cells are in very bad condition, 
the mattress ticks ‘are torn up and 
the material inside is scattering on 
the floor. We recommend that the 
authorities have all the mattresses 
reworked and covered with new 
ticks and put in first-class shape 
as soon as possible, As the last 
Grand Jury reported, we also re- 
port, urge and insist on enclosing 
the jail with a high, substantial 
metal fenee so that tresp 
cnunnot have access to the premises 
prevent the tearing out of screen 
windows and the unauthorized 
communication of outsiders with 
prisoners. Because of the impos- 
sibility of keeping s¢reens in the 
windows for any length of time, 
mosquitoes make the prisoners mis- 
erable, and we strongly recom- 
mend that the Commissioners 
Court take immediate steps to 
yemedy these serious defects.

As to the almshouse, we find 
everything in fairly good shape. 
The back porch foundation, es- 
pecially one sill on the west end, 
has given away, causes water to 
stand on the floor in such manner 
as to cause the inmates to slip and 
fall in passing in and out. There 
are two rooms; one on the west 
side of the house near the porch 
(which is a new room), and anoth- 
er room on the north side of the 
house, both of which are leaking 
badly. The uncovered porch on 
the east side of the house has rot- 
ten sills, the floor has given away 
and the porch is dangerous and 
apparently useless, and we recom- 
mend that this porch be torn down, 
or substantially rebuilt at once, 
and the two leaking rooms just 
referred to be repaired as early 28 
possible. We suggest an immedi- 
ate inspection and repair of the 
property. Im the annex, the two 
inmates are in need of window 
shades for privacy; these should be 
supplied at once and this is our 
recommendation. 

We find the general condition of 
the court-house good, with the ex- 
ception of the vault in the cirenit 
clerk’s office, which remains as it 
was immediately after the flood. 
Former Grand Juries have urgenf- 
ly insisted on permament and ade- 
quate repairs to this vault, in which 
most important court papers must 
necessarily he kept, but to date 
nothing has been done towards re- 
pairing the south wall of the vault 
which is so badly cracked that the 
steel door, with its combination 
lock, cannot be used. We com- 
mend the janitor on the manner 
in which he is maintaining the 
court house. From our casual and 
limited examination of the books 
and records of the county officials, 
we find that they are neatly and 
correctly kept, readily available to 
Lour citizens for examination, and 
that the bonds of the various coun- 
ty officers are ample and properly 
secured and in the amount requir- 
ed, The fact that the Inferior 
Court is now functioning has light- 
ened our labors a great deal, and 
if the court is pronerly conducted 
believe that it will mean a larce 
savine to Coffee County and will 
expedite the trial of criminal cases. 
Tt has been brought to our atten- 
tion that the only money turned 
over to the treasurer and credited 
to the fine and forfeiture fund has

A PROCLAMATION 

BY THE GOVERNOR 


the Legislature of 
Alabama at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, which 
proposed amendment is herein set 
out, and ordered that the election 
be held on the Second Tuesday aft- 
er the expiration of chree montls 
from and after the final adjourn: 
ment of the regular session at 
which the said amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHEREAS, as provided by Sec- 
tion 287 df the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, the Act proposing the amend- 
ment was not submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Governor but was 
valid upon its adoption by the Leg- 
islature without his approval, and 

Whereas, the Legislature ad- 
jJourned on Saturday the 25th day 
of July, 193 , and Tuesday, the 3rd 
day of November, 1931, is the sec- 
ond Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the said Leg- 
lature at which tha amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHERBAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor: 


WHERBAS, 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 
Miller, Governor of the State of 


Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day the 3rd day of November, 1931, 
an election will be held at the sey- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama for the vote otf the qual- 
ified electors of the State of Ala- 
buma in the manner and form as 
required by law, upon the follow 
ing amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, viz:— 

“ARTICLE XX-B. Section 1. 
The State is authorized to en 
gage in the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte- 
nance of public roads, highways 
and bridges in the State of Ala- 
bama, To this end and for these 
purposes, the State is authorized 
to appropriate funds and for con- 
structional purposes only the 
Stzte is authorized also to issue 
and sell interest-bearing negoti- 
able State bonds in addition to 
those already authorized and sold 
under Article XX and XX-A, as 
umendments to the Constitution 
of 1901, in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five mil- 
lion dollars ($25,000,000.00), to be 
{ssued under such denominations, 
numbers and series, and maturing 
at such times as may be pro- 
vided by law, and all such bonds 
shall bear a rate of interast not 
greater than six per cent.per an- 
num, payable semi-innually, and 
shall be sold at a price not less 
than the par value thereof. 

Section 2. The State Highway 
Commission or Highway Depart- 
ment shall locate, construct and 
maintain highways, bridges and 
State trunk roads 80 as to con- 
nect each county seat with the 
county seat of the adjoining 
county by the most direct or 
most feasible route by a perma. 
nent road, having due regard for 
the public welfare, and shall con- 
nect the county seats of the sey- 
eral border counties at or near 
the state line with a public high- 
way in the border states. Pro- 
vided, that in counties which are 
divided into two or more judi- 
cial divisions in each of which 
regular terms of the circuit court 
are held, the places where said 
terms of court are held, shall 
likewise be connected with each 
other, 

Section 8. The proceeds of 
said bonds shall be used for con- 
structing and/or surfacing of 
roads and constructing and/or 
repairing bridges, but not for 
maintenance or discharging of 
contract debts, lability or obliga. 
tions existing srior to the adop- 
tion of this amendment. 

Section 4. Wighteen million 
four hundred twenty-five thou 
Sand dollars ($18,425,000.00) of 
the proceeds of said bonds shall 
be set aside by the Governor and 
apportioned in amounts of Two 
Hundred seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($275,000.00) to each of 
the respective counties of the 
State which must be expended 
by the State Highway Commis. 
sion or Highway Department in 
each of said counties for con- 
struction, which shall include 
hard surfacing, of existing and 
also new public roads and bridges 
therein. The remaining proceeds 
of said bonds shall be used for 
the construction, which shall in- 
clude surfacing, of existing, or 
new highways and constructing 
or repairing bridges in the State. 

Section 5. The proceeds of 
such bonds shall be kept sepa- 
rate and apart from all other 
funds and no part of the same 
shall ever be used in honoring a 
warrant not legally drawn against 
such proceeds, 

Section 6. There {g hereby le- 
vied and every distributor, retail 
dealer or storer shall pay an ex: 


cise tax of one cent per gallon 
upon the selling, distributing or 
withdrawing from storage for 
any use gasoline, provided, how- 
ever, that the excise tax Is not 
levied upon the sale of gasoline 
in interstate commerce, and pro- 
vided further that where this ex 
cise tax shall have been paid by 
a distributor or by a retail dealer 
or storer such payment shall be 
sufficient, the intention being 
that this tax shall not be paid 
but once. The terms ‘distribu: 
tor’, ‘retail dealer’, ‘storer’, ‘sell 
ing’, ‘distributing’, ‘withdrawing’ 
and ‘gasoline’ are used as the 
sume are used in existing gaso- 
line excise tax laws of the State 
and shall be so construed, and 
all rights, duties, liabilities, pen- 
alties, powers and methods per- 
taining to the collection of gaso- 
line excise taxes under such ex- 
isting laws of the State shall ap- 
ply to the collection, payment 
and accounting for the within 
excise tax, provided, the Legis- 
lature may limit, extend or fur- 
ther define the same. The ex- 
cise tax of one cent herein le- 
vied shall be in addition to the 
excise gasoline taxes provided by’ 
existing Jaws of the State, but 
thi; section shall not be con- 

Strued in any way as limiting 

the power of the Legislature to 

increase or decrease this or any 
other gasoline tax. ‘ 

Section 7. The one cent ex- 
cise tax hereinbefore levied shall 
be used first to create a sinking 
fund for the prompt and faithful’ 
payment of the principal and the 
interest on the bonds herein au- 
thorized, and, second, by the 
State for the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte. 
nance of public roads, highways 
and bridges of this State. 

Section 8. The bonds herein 
authorized when issued shall be 
a direct obligation of the State, 
and for the prompt and faithful | 
payment of the principal and in- 
terest thereon the full faith and’ 
credit of the State is hereby ir- 
reyocably pledged and BCH) 
bonds shall be exept forever! 
from taxes of every kind. 

Section 9. The bonds herein 
authorized shall be issued and 
sold in the same manner by a: 
Bond Commission as set forth, 
defined and prescribed in Article, 
5 of Chapter 32, Code of Ala- 
bama, 1923, 

Section 10, That House Bill, 
No. 1204 by Mr. Tunstall, if and, 
when passed by both houses of 
the Legislature of Alabama of 
1931 and approved by the Gov-' 
ernor and being, “A bill to be en-: 
titled an act to impose, for the 
use and purpose of surviving, pre-; 
serving, maintaining, Cone 
ing and regulating the use of 
public roads and bridges in the 
State of Alabama, an excise tax!

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Insurance Death Piot Un- 
covered In Covington Co.

ANDALUSIA, Ala., Oct. 5.— 
Jim Robinson, prominent Andalusia 
resident, is in the Covington Coun- 
ty Jail here charged with assault 
with intent to murder in connee- 
tion with an alleged plot to kill 
his wife and four children in order 
to get insurance and property. 

-Ralph Grizzle and George Lundy | 
of Andalusia, told Sheriff Torm| 
Gantt that Robinson offered them 
$800 if they would run down his 
wife and children with a seed truck 
as the family stood on the roadside 
where Robinson was fixing a fake 
puncture, the sheriff said. 

Robinson, from his cell in the 
county jail, refused to make a 
statement about the affair. 

The original time for the whole- 
sale slaying was fixed at 8 o’clock 
Sunday night, Grizzle and Lundy 
told the sheriff. At the appointed 
time sheriff’s forces, accompanied 
by Grizzle and Lundy, drove to the 
place agreed upon and found Rob- 
inson fumbling with the car, his 
wife on the running board and four 
children, including an infant, in- 
side the car. | 

Charles Welch, brother of Mrs.) 
Robinson, told Deputy Sheriff) 
Brake Gantt that his sister had re-| 
cently willed 120 acres of land to| 
her husband, and that her life and} 
all the chidren were insured, Rob- 
son being the beneficiary. 
According to the story told of- 
ficers by Grizzle and Lundy, Rob- 
inson had been planning the kill- 
ing for three months. At various 
times the three had discussed the 
plot, officers quoted Grizzle and 
Lundy as saying, and only Satur-| 
day did they agree to carry it out. 

Robinson, according to Grizzle 
and Lundy, made them an offer of 
$800 to do the job. They said that} 
the plan was for Robinson to have 
his car on the roadside, just be- 
yond the overhead bridge on the 
Opp-Florala Highway. 

There, while repairing a ‘fake’ 
puncture, the heavy truck andj 
trailer was to come along and side- 
swipe the automobile, killing or 
seriously injuring the entire fam- 
ily, the two men told officers. 

Grizzle said that Robinson told 
him that he preferred that he 
(Grizzle) drive the death truck, 
because he was more capable of 
“whipping” the trailer, and offer- 
ed him $700 to do the job. Lundy 
was offered $100 to accompany 
Grizzle, they said. 

Immediately after completing 
details of the plot. Grizzle and 
Lundy notified Sheriff Tom Gantt, 
who with Deputy Sheriff Brake 
Gantt, went to the place on the 
Opp-Florala Highway Sunday 
night.

Mr. L. A. Boyd 
is president and H. C. Johnson 
cashier of the bank.

Witherington was suspended yes- 
terday under instructions from 
vecretary of Agriculture Hyde at 
Washington and the office taken 
over by J. R. Williams, special 
representative of the department 
of agriculture from Washington.

Department of justice agents 
have been reported here for sev- 
eral weeks investigating loans
